Health and III Tamper. 
W* don't cltan toous* now because 


we we "finicky," but because we want 
to be rid or deadly bacteria, says a 
writer In the Ohio Farmer. Even the 
old time amiual house cleaning is not 
•ufficlent nowaday*, for as a sanitary 
measure we must chase pestiferous 
terms in the aulutttn as well as In the 
•pring. The Roil that proves most con- 
genial for their culture is being manu- 
factured day and night, and is made 
up of the fluff that constantly accumu-. 
Jutes in cracks and out of the way 
corners from clothing, carpets, bedding, 
the minute scales of epidemics con- 
•tantly thrown off by the skin, as well 
as from soot and ashes and the im- 
palpable dust sifting in from doors 
and windows. The invisible cloud en- 
velops us constantly, irritating throat 
and lungs, but becomes dangerous only 
when left undisturbed to foster by 
moisture its broods of disease. 


The modern housekeeper goes about 


the ta«k quietly and methodically, 
choosing a convenient day when no- 
body will be greatly disturbed and 
cleans and settles one room before at- 
tacking another. I do not think it is 
important just what plan is carried 
out. providing the rooms are 
macl<,> 


scientifically clean. Given general prin- 
ciples, each housekeeper must adapt 
them to her particular needs und en- 
vironment. Personally, 1 like to at- 
tack the attic first, because it is ready 
to store an> articles not needed for tho 
season, as fast as one comes to them in 
other parts of the house. That done, I 
go through the house taking down dra- 
peries, etc., that must go through the 
laundry, and have them all washed to- 
gether and put away to wait their turn 
to be hung after the rooms are ready 
for them. 


Choosing a bright day, when the 


heavy work of the week is over-. 1 de- 
termine upon the room to be t leaned. 
and begin operations early in the 
morning. If it be a bedroom, remove 
the bedding out of doors, shaking and 
beating out the dust thoroughly, then 
leave it where wind and sun and air 
will have full sway for hours. 
Nt-xt 


clear out closets and drawers, shaking 
and dusting clothing and hanging it 
also out of doors, looking carefully for 
traces of moths and taking note of gar- 
ments whether they are to be discard- 
ed, laid away, mende'i, or made over. 
Next take down the pictures, dust and 
clean thoroughly, and put aside in an- 
other r-oom, and also one by one each 
article of furniture. Have the carpet 
removed and hung on a line in the 
yard, if possible in a good current of 
air, and beaten and brushed thorough- 
ly at intervals of an hour or so till all 
dust possible is removed, then leave it 
to sun and air till nightfall. The room 
bting t-mpty, sweep down robvvebs from 
ceiling and walls, and with a clean 
whisk broom and dustpan go o\«r all 
the door and window casings, mould- 
ings, and base boards, can-fully clean- 
Ing out every crevicp, then with long, 
light strokes, sv/ei;p the floor. Uurn 
every bit of duat ar.d dirt immediately. 
When the dust has settled, cover your 
broom with canton flannel or tlunnd- 
ette and carefully wipe ceiling and 
walls. 


Add a tablespoonful of ammonia to 


half u gallon uf hot •water and wash 
windows and wood work \\ithout soap. ! 
If you see traces of wood lice or other ] 
vermin, give them a dose of strong hot 
lye applied with small brush or swab lo 
the crevice so as not to injure paint or 
paper. A\ ith a wooden skewer or the 
dull point of a wire nail clear out the 
tiny, black pyramids in the corners of 
window saphes*. etc. Lastly scald and 
wipe the floor, and with windows wide 
open leave it for an hour or two to dry. 


Now, if you are wise, while the Hoot- 


is drying, you will lie down and rest. 
Relax your n.incl as well as your body- 
think of something pleasant. Take 
note of your body, and if you find any 
part of it tense, holding on—let go. 
The reason women wear out so fast is

AiJd to a. pint of sweet oil, one-third 
fiint ot^household ammonia shake well 
togettfer till ihe mixture looks 
like 


:ream. Wet a piece of soft, old flannel 
in a portion ot it, and rub the nolishetl 
surfaces of the furpiture. This will re- 
move every stair, and streak of dirt 
tnd leave the furniture lookfng like 
new. It is especially nice for cak fur- 
niture, and may be kepi for mcnths in 
-i well corked bottle. 


In this way, without hurry, without 


worry, clean each room successively. 
If yon are unfortunate enough to have 


<• large housi, plan to take up part of 
your carpets in the fall, and the rest 
in the spring. Autumn is the best sea- 
son for painting and papering, as there 
ire no HtUe flies to annoy, and the 
paint will look fresh longer and wear 
Better if put on in cool weather. 


The cellar needs most careful atten- 


tion of all, tocause it is so easy to over- 
look dirt In Its dim light. Allow no re- 
fuse to accumulate there; be especially 
careful to promptly remove decaying 
vegetable.. 
Sweep, dust, and clean 


iai*ful!y, and alter the sulphur bath 
i?ir« the w»IJ« a. good coat of white- 
wash. Yrtu will he well repaid for all 
ihc trouble by the sweet wholesome- 
ness of the place and the superior way 
In which fruits and vegetables keep 
their perfection Jn It.

In 
Formosa One Person in Fifteen 


Uses the Drug. 


To learn the actual 
number of 


opium smokers is impossible, but v e 
know the amount of the foreign irv- 
port of this drug, and thp native con- 
fessions of reformed opium smokers 
tell us precisely the amount of «»pi'im 
required to pass the yin, or crav'ua; 
It is one-fifth of an ounce daily. An 
ounce or liang is consumed in hve 
days and a catty suffices for eighty 
Gays. Four catties are enough for .i'JO 
clays, and another half catty will carry 
the user to the end of a year w illi 
comfort. 
A picul is enough then fox- 


only twenty-two persons and 50.0JO 
iriculs is sufficient for not more than 
i.100,000 persons. 
The law of con) 


pulsion in the smoker is just as im 
perious for native opium as for for- 
eign. It is a matter of great interest 
to know the extent of the evil. 


In regard to Szechuen, that vory 


populous and wealthy province, Mr. 
Schjoth, in the Trade Report for 1S98, 
intorms us that Szechuen 
produces 


300,000 piculs of opium, and the cal- 
tivption 
is always increasing. 
At 


Changching, where he is commission- 
ei, he is told that 30,000 piculs suffice 
lor consumption in the province pud 
1nat 65,000 piculs are exported. We 
may conclude that the smokers of 
that province cannot be less than 
660,000. Since the population is -j7,- 
000,000, the number of smokers is ouo 
in a hundred. In Shensi one in 140 
smokes, in Formosa one in fifteen is 
the proportion in cities, where the 
people are sunk to the lowest point of 
degradation and this is the largest 
proportion yet known of opium smok- 
ers as compared with the general pop- 
ulation.—Shanghi Mercury.
